“For priesthood blessings to flower, there is a constant 
need for unity within the priesthood,” Elder Faust said. 
“We must be loyal to the leadership who have been called 
to preside over us and hold the keys of the priesthood.”

Faust said, “An essential part of unity is loyalty. Loyalty is 
a pretty difficult quality to possess. It requires the ability

Elder Faust then explained the order of the priesthood. 

“The priesthood operates in sublime order,” he said. 
“The priesthood is not, however, a floating essence. It 
must be conferred by ordination with specific offices. It is 
held by men under a sacred duty to use its authority to 
accomplish God’s work for the blessing of men, women 


Those who have judicial or disciplinary authority, Elder 
Faust said, have the responsibility for keeping the Church 
cleansed from iniquity. He said discipline should be done 


Cannon that explains the limits of individual expression: 


“A friend . . .;wished to know whether we . . . considered

Elder Faust then quoted from the General Handbook of 


Instructions three actions that constitute apostasy. 
Activities considered apostate include when members 
“(1) repeatedly act in clear, open and deliberate public 
Opposition to the Church or its leaders; or (2) persist in 
teaching as Church doctrine information that is not Church 
doctrine after being corrected by their bishops or higher 


authority; or (3) continue to follow the teachings of apos- 


tate cults (such as those that advocate plural marriage) 
after being corrected by their bishops or higher authority.” 
Elder Faust then said priesthood authority should not be 


abused or used to enforce unrighteous dominion.

physical body, they are permitted to 
use their spirit powers to try to frus- 
trate God’s plan. This provides the 
opposition necessary to test how mor- 
tals will use their freedom to choose,” 
Elder Oaks said. 

“Satan’s most strenuous opposition 
is directed at whatever is most impor- 
tant to the Father’s plan. Satan seeks 
to discredit the Savior and divine 
authority, to nullify the effects of the 
Atonement, to counterfeit revelation, 
to lead people away from the truth, to 
contradict individual accountability, 
to confuse gender, to undermine mar- 
riage and discourage childbearing 
(especially to parents who will raise 
children in righteousness).” 

An eternal perspective should pre- 
pare us to cope with political, legal 
and social pressures for changes that 
confuse the differences between men 
and women. 

“Our eternal perspective sets us 


against changes that alter those sepa- 
rate duties and privileges of men and 
women that are essential to accom- 
plish the great plan of happiness,” 
Elder Oaks said. 

Raising righteous families has prior- 
ity over temporal gains, he said. 

“The Savior taught that we should 
not lay up treasures on earth, but 
should lay up treasures in heaven. In 
light of the ultimate purpose of the 
great plan of happiness, I believe that 
the ultimate treasures on earth and in 
heaven are our children and our pos- 
terity,” Elder Oaks said. 

“Faithful Latter-day Saints cannot 
afford to look upon children as an 
interference with what the world calls 
self-fulfillment. Our covenants with 
God and the ultimate purpose of life 
are. tied up in those little ones who 
reach for our time, our love and our 
sacrifices,” Elder Oaks said.

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Roles of men, women different but equa) 
‘most beautiful, purest’ part of God’s plan:

Since the beginning of time, priest- 
hood power has been given only to 
men, and God-given doctrine cannot 
be changed, said Elder Boyd K. 
Packer of the Quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles. 

“The priesthood is conferred only 
upon worthy men in order to conform 
to our Father’s plan of happiness,” 
Elder Packer said. “With the laws of 
nature and the revealed word of God 
working in harmony, it simply works 
best that way.” 

Elder Packer was the first speaker in 
the Saturday afternoon session of the 
163rd Semiannual General 
Conference of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Men and women are by nature dif- 
ferent from one another, and those 
complementing differences are the 
key to the plan of happiness. Both the 
scriptures and nature place man as a 
protector and provider, and woman as 
a nurturer of children, he said. 

While their roles are different, nei- 
ther man or woman have an edge on 
the celestial kingdom, Elder Packer 
said. 

“A man who holds the priesthood 
does not have an advantage over a 
woman in qualifying for exaltation,” 
he said. “Thé woman, by her very 
nature, is also co-creator with God.” 

“There is nothing in the revelations 
which suggests that to be a man rather 
than a woman is preferred in the sight 
of God, or that he places a higher 
value on sons rather than on daugh- 
ters,” Elder Packer said. 

The virtues listed in the scriptures 
— love, joy, peace, faith, godliness 
and charity — are shared by both 
sexes, and the highest priesthood 
ordinances in mortality are given to 
only man and woman together, he 
said. 

Our gender did not begin at mortal 
birth, and “the most beautiful, the 
purest, the most appealing” of God’s 
plan includes romance, love, marriage 
and parenthood between husband and 
wife, Elder Packer said. 

Because man was not meant to be 
alone, God created Eve to be with 
Adam in the Garden of Eden, he said. 

“No other man would do. Neither 
alone, nor with other men, could 
Adam progress,” he said. “Nor could 
Eve with another woman. It was so 
then. It is so today.” 

Elder Packer referred to an October 
1942 General Conference when the 
First Presidency said the service of 
motherhood can be rendered only by 
mothers. 

“The mother who entrusts her child 
to the care of others, that she may do 
non-motherly work, whether for gold, 
for fame, or for civic service, should 
remember that a child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame,” Packer 
quoted from the 1942 address. 

“That message from the First 
Presidency is needed more, not less, 
today than when it was given,” he 
said. “And no voice from any organi- 
zation of the Church on any level of 
administration equals that of the First 
Presidency.” 

During World War II, when the men 
were at war, wives and mothers were 
drawn into the work force, Elder 
Packer said. 

“The most devastating effect of the 
war was on the family,” he said. “It 
lingers to this generation.” ; 

Elder Packer told a parable where a 
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man was given a key to a vault that 
contained a priceless treasure. While 
the key opened the door, he could not 
open the treasure because there were 
two locks on the safe. A woman, 
whose key was noticeably different 
from his, unlocked’ the other door. 
“They made a covenant that togeth- 
er they would open the treasure and, 
as instructed, he would watch over the

However, many views held by the new Christian 
church were changed and molded to the Greek cul- 
ture. Often they contrasted so sharply with modern 
revelation that they changed many of the essential 
truths of the gospel, he said. “Thus many Greeks 
considered Christ and what he stood for as ‘foolish- 
ness.” 

“Many fell away from the gospel and its ‘plain 
and precious’ truths,” Elder Maxwell said. “It was 
too simple. They preferred ‘looking beyond the 
mark’ and searching for things they could not 
understand.” 

“Reason, the Greek philosophical tradition, domi- 
nated, then supplanted, reliance on revelation, an 
outcome probably hastened by well-intentioned 
Christians wishing to bring their beliefs into the 
mainstream of contemporary culture,” Maxwell 
said. 

While the apostles watched the downward spiral 
toward apostasy of the young church, they prophe- 
sied of a “time of restitution of all things, which 
God hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy 
prophets since the world began.” . 

Joseph Smith was the Lord’s instrument to fulfill 
that prophecy, Elder Maxwell said. He once again

purpose of life. “Revelation thus replaced the long 
and inordinate reliance on reason.” 

“While we rightly rejoice over the Restoration, we 
should also learn from the lessons of the past by 
honoring God’s patterns of revelation, including the 
gift of the Holy Ghost by: which needed anchoring 
and personal verification can come,” Elder Maxwell 
said. 

“Self siftings” in the church are bound to occur, 
Elder Maxwell added. “Let us have patience and 
faith, as did Lehi who saw pointing fingers of scorn 
directed at those who grasped the iron rod, which 
rod, ironically, some of those fingers once grasped. 
But, said Lehi, “we needed them not.’” 

Church members also are in danger of looking 
beyond the mark, Elder Maxwell said.

“We can best express our gratitude for this glori- 
ous fulness by developing a more full love for all of 
humankind. And why not, for the Restoration tells 
us who our neighbors really are,” Elder Maxwell 
said. “By so living, ours will not then be a mere 
appreciation of Jesus, nor a modest admiration of 
him. Rather, ours will be an adoration of Jesus 
expressed by our emulation of him.” 
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“According to-eternal law, that 
Atonement required a personal sacri- 
fice by an immortal being not subject 
to death. Yet he must die and take up 
his own body again. The Savior was 
the only one who could accomplish 
this. From his mother he inherited the 
power to die. From his Father he 
obtained power over death,” Elder 
Nelson said. 

“The adversary sponsors a cunning 
plan of his own,” Elder Nelson said.

Fields 
of study as diverse as biology or engi- 
neering or political science can lead 
to public service careers. 

In addition to being committed to a 
career in public service, applicants 
must be in the upper quarter of their 
class, be U.S. citizens (or U.S. nation- 
als, if from American Samoa or the 
Northern»Marian- Islands), and be.a 
junior during the 1993-94 academic 
year. “Junior” here means a full-time

undergraduate student who expects to 
receive a baccalaureate degree 
between Dec. 1994 and Aug. 1995. 

A Truman Scholarship provides up 
to $30,000. Scholars who are selected 
are eligible to receive $3,000 for their 
senior year and $27,000 for graduate 
studies ($13,500 per year for one- and 
two-year programs, or $9,000 per 
year for three-year programs). The 
award must be used only for school- 
related expenses which cannot exceed 
the school’s cost of attendance bud- 
get. Scholars may attend graduate 
schools throughout the world. 

Brigham Young University will 
select nominees for the consideration 
of the foundation. To be considered 
for a Truman Scholarship nomination, 
a BYU student must obtain an appli- 
cation from the Political Science 
receptionist in 745, SWKT. and submit 
the completed application no later 
than 5 p.m. on Oct. 31.

IHC wants Y students’ blood

Because BYU students blood dona- 
tions have been lower in the last five 
years, BYUSA and Intermountain 
Health Care will try to bleed more 
students today through Wednesday, 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. in the ELWC east 
lounge. 

Todd Heilesen, program director for 
BYU blood drives, said student. last 
April gave 321 pints of blood as com- 
pared to the April 1988 blood drive in 
which students donated 642 pints. 

Karen Tribett, donor resource coor- 
dinator for IHC, said Utah needs 250 
to 300 pints of blood a day for people 
in Utah’s 43 hospitals. 

“There has been a decrease in donor 
participation,” she said. “One reason 
is because the restrictions were very 
stringent. Now there are not so 
many.” 

For example, if a person is taking an 
antihistamine or decongestant, he or 
she cannot donate, but if the person 
doesn’t have any cold symptoms or 
allergies they can, Tribett said. 

Another former restriction was a 
waiting period for people who had 
been to Mexico. 

A new requirement is for donors to 
bring any picture identification, like a 
driver’s license or student ID. The 
blood drive crew uses the ID to run a 
computer check on the donors for pre- 
vious deferrals, she said. 

This is to safeguard the blood, 
Tribett said. 

Precautions are also taken to protect 
students who donate. 

“People should not be fearful of get- 
ting diseases. We use disposable bags 
and needles,” Tribett said. . 

“T think we shouldn’t fear (donating 
blood) because it’s a safe process,” 
Heilesen said. “Our service is saving

BYU beats Utah in 3 games

The BYU women’s volleyball team 
went from a tentative start to a confi- 
dent win over the Utes Friday night in 
Salt Lake City. 

“We carried out our game plan very 
well,” said coach Elaine Michaelis. 
“We were trying to do things different 
at the net. They’re (Utah) a great 
blocking team.” 

Utah, who has been first in the 
nation for its blocking, only made 
four blocks for the entire match 
against the Cougars. 

Said senior midd!e blocker Carol 
Rawson, “We executed our game to 
not go after their blockers.” 

The Cougars escaped the Utah front 
line, led by senior middle blocker 
Mikki Kane-Barton. Rawson made 
seven blocks, senior outside hitter 
Tumua Matu’u made 13 blocks, 
senior middle blocker Michele 
Fellows made 12 blocks and junior 
outside hitter Virpi Ollila made 10 
blocks for the match. 

The Cougars moved from a slow 
beginning in the first game, but came 
back for a close 16-14 win. 

“We had a lot of hitting errors,” said 
senior defensive specialist Shauna 
Scott. “We weren’t putting the ball 
down.” 

The team’s first game showed 13 
errors and a hitting percentage of 
140. 

“Tt didn’t look like our team in the 
first part. We weren’t in sync at all,” 
Michaelis said. “We gave them a lot 
of points on our mistakes.” 

Michaelis said once they got going, 
the difference in the match was their 
consistent serving and passing. She 
said they used.a three-pass system to 
coordinate their offense. Senior setter 
Charlene J. Fiaputa contributed 36 
total assists to the effort. 

The Cougar team picked up the pace 
in the second game with by increasing 
its hitting percentage to .600, and the 
team won the last two games 15-0, 
15-8. 

Senior defensive specialist Leslie 
Anderson said she felt the Utes lost 
their confidence after a long streak of 
Cougar points.

Braves capture NL West title 
with a little help from Dodgers

ATLANTA — After winning game 
No. 104, the Braves waited and 
watched. And, finally, on the last day 
of the best pennant race in years, the 
San Francisco Giants cracked. 

The Braves won their third straight 
NL West title Sunday — but it didn’t 
happen until three hours after their 5- 
3 victory over the Colorado Rockies. 

With players watching on big-screen 
television in the trainers’ room, and 
about 8,000 fans watching on the 
scoreboard television in Atlanta 
Fulton-County Stadium, the title 
finally came when the Los Angeles 
Dodgers beat the Giants 12-1 a conti- 
nent away. Then, after an marathon 
stretch drive that baseball will never 
forget, the celebration finally began. 

“We showed character,” said David 
Justice, who. hit his 40th homer. 
“They showed a lot of character, too. 
It’s unfortunate one of us had to go 
home. I’m just happy it’s them.” 

Atlanta and San Francisco began the 
day in a tie for first, only the second 
time since divisional play began in 
1969 that teams were even going into 
the final day. But the Braves made the 
Giants the first team since the 1954 
New York Yankees to win 103 games 
and finish second. 

“It’s nice to have a couple of nights 
to relax and know where we’re going 
for a change,” said Tom Glavine, who 
beat the Rockies for his 22nd win of 
the season. 

The two-time NL champions needed 
a remarkable comeback to win the 
race. The Braves, in a hitting slump 
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throughout the first half of the season, 
trailed the Giants by 9 1/2 games on 
Aug. 8. 

“Tt’s definitely gratifying to do it the 
way we did it, chasing them all year, 
catching them and then finishing it on 
the last day,” Sid Bream said. 

The July 18 acquisition of Fred 
McGriff helped Atlanta’s offense get 
going, and the Braves won 39 of. their 
final 50 games. 

“He made everyone in the lineup 
better,” Glavine said. “The day he 
stepped in the clubhouse we became a 
better team.” 

San Francisco, however, kept up the 
pressure by winning 14 of 16 before 
Sunday’s loss. A Giants win would 
have forced a playoff game Monday 
night. 

Glavine (22-6) won for the eighth 
time in nine starts, allowing three runs 
and six hits in 6 2-3 innings with four 
strikeouts and one walk. Greg 
McMichael pitched the final two 
innings for his 19th save in 21 
chances. 

Atlanta took a 2-0 lead in the third 
on RBI singles by McGriff and Terry 
Pendleton off David Nied (5-9), a for- 
mer Brave who was the first player 
taken in the expansion draft last fall. 
Pendleton had nine RBIs in the three- 
game series. 


Giants win 103 
but lose big one

LOS ANGELES — Three minutes 
before the first pitch Sunday, the San 
Francisco Giants knew exactly what 
they had to do. 

They didn’t do it. 

After the Braves beat the Colorado 
Rockies 5-3 in Atlanta, the Giants had 
to defeat their long-time rival to force 
a one-game playoff for the NL West 
title. Instead, their surprising season 
ended with a 12-1 loss to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, giving the Braves 
their third straight NL West title. 

The Giants, who finished 103-59, 
became the first team since the 1954 
New York Yankees to win this many 
games and finish second. It was only 
their eighth time in major league his- 
tory — the first since 1980 — that a 
team with 100 wins didn’t finish first. 

San Francisco, which recovered 
from an eight-game losing streak by 
winning 14 of 16 before Sunday, 
staked its hopes on Salomon Torres, a 
21-year-old rookie making his eighth 
big-league start.

their hands,” he said. 

This does not mean that those who 
are not yet ready should be rejected, 
he said. 

“It means that our young people, 
their families and their leaders. must 
each accept the personal responsibili- 
ty for preparing worthy, able and 
committed volunteers for the Lord’s 
royal army,” Elder Haight said. 

Elder L. Tom Perry of the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles admonished 
all to “choose the right.” 

“As we face the many decisions in 
life, the easy and popular messages of 
the world will not usually be the right 
one to choose, and it will take much 
courage to ‘choose the right,’” he 
Said. 

“Satan is marshalling all his forces 
to lead the people off the straight and 
narrow path,” he said. “Fortunately, 
most of the members of the Church 
are clear about who it is that they will 
serve.” 

Elder Perry quoted the council of 
President Spencer W. Kimball, 
‘Develop discipline of self so that, 
more and more, you do not have to 
decide and redecide what you will do 
when you are confronted with the 
same temptation time and time again. 
You need only to decide some things 
once. ... The sooner you take a stand, 
the taller you will be!” 

Elder Perry suggested finding a 
reminder to help you choose the right. 
There is power in the physical 
reminder-if a desire for purity and 
righteousness is associated with it, he 
said. 

“Even more important than physical 
reminders is to have the conviction 
deep down in our hearts to live the 
kind of life that will cause us to make 
the right choices, not only for peace 
and happiness in this world right now, 
but also for peace and happiness eter- 
nally,” he said. 

President Thomas S. Monson, sec- 
ond counselor in the First Presidency, 
strived to assure all those struck will 
illness, accidents, pain or suffering 
that joy will eventually come.

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Care for others, seek the Spirit, speakers say

Members of Christ’s Church should 
try to make life easier for one another, 
not be preoccupied with material pos- 
sessions and seek 
after spiritual 
knowledge, speak- 
ers said at the last 
PM session of the 163rd 

Semiannual General 
Conference on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Sister Virginia H. Pearce, first coun- 
selor in the Young Women’s presi- 
dency, quoted George Eliot, a 19th 
century English novelist: “What .do 
we live for, if it is not to make life 
less difficult to each other?” 

“We can make life less difficult for 
each other as we make our wards 
emotionally safer places: by being 
kind, accepting, tolerant, supportive 
and positive,” Sister Pearce said. 

She said we should all work to 
strengthen the ward — the basic 
ecclesiastical unit to which all mem- 
bers of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints belong. 

“But, Sister Pearce,’ you may be 
saying, ‘you have such a idealistic 
picture of a ward — that’s not like my 
ward,’” she said. “You mean; your 
ward has real people in it? Ones who 
are selfish, self-righteous, unskilled or 
undependable? I’m so glad. 

“How could it be a real laboratory 
for practicing gospel principles like 
patience, long-suffering, charity and 
forgiveness if there were no people or

situations that would require the use 
of these principles?” 

The Sunday afternoon session 
wrapped up 10 hours of instruction 
from general authorities to Church 
members worldwide. Thousands: of 
people who watched the conference 
from the Tabernacle fanned them- 
selves in the crowded, hot room. 

“We know that it’s warm in here,” 
said President Gordon B. Hinckley as 
he introduced a speaker. “We’re 
sorry. You’re not nearly as warm as 
you will be if you don’t repent,” he 
said, drawing a laugh from the con- 
gregation. 

Elder W. Eugene Hansen of the 
Presidency of the Seventy said happi- 
ness is not contingent on worldly pos- - 
sessions. 

“T readily concede that it’s impor- 
tant to have sufficient money for our 
needs, but beyond that, money has lit- 
tle to do with true happiness,” Elder 
Hansen said. “Often, it is the work 
and the sacrifice one experiences in 
obtaining money for a worthwhile 
purpose that produces the most satis- 
faction.” 

Real joy and happiness come from 
living in such a way that our 
Heavenly Father will be pleased with 
us, he said. 

Happiness can also be found in the 
search for spiritual knowledge, said 
Elder Richard G. Scott, of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles. 

“<Spiritual learning takes prece- 
dence,” Elder Scott quoted President 
Spencer W. Kimball as saying. ““The

Missions, morality and 
testimony important

Elder H. Burke Peterson, now an 
emeritus member of the Seventy, 
warned of the dangers of lowered 
social norms Saturday evening in his 
address at the priesthood session. 

“In magazines and books, on CD’s 
and tapes, on 
our television 
and theater 
screens is 
portrayed 
more and 
more often a 
| lifestyle that 

might even 
rival the excesses of those who lived 
in Sodom and Gomorrah.” 

He said he is concerned with the 
number of men and boys who gradual- 
ly become trapped by harmful forms 
of entertainment. 

“Fathers and mothers must warn 
their children and: make them aware of 
the eternal penalty,” he said. 

“Stay away from any movie, video, 
publication, or music — regardless of 
its rating — where illicit behavior and 
expressions are part of the action,” he 
said. “Have the courage to turn it off 
in your living room.” 

“We are men and boys of the 
covenant, and that makes us different 
from all others,” he said. 

Elder Hugh G. Pinnock of the First 
Quorum of the Seventy of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
directed his priesthood session talk to 
the young men of the Church. 

He counseled the youth to “really 
understand and use the priesthood you 
bear.” 

“Honor it, realize its power,” he said. 
“To give you and inkling of its impor- 
tance, remember that the Aaronic 
Priesthood you bear is the preparatory 
priesthood.” 

He told the youth to always remem- 
ber the importance of family. ; 

“A successful home is based on the 
love and helpfulness of children just 
as it is based on loving mothers and 
fathers handling their responsibilities.” 

Elder Carlos H. Amado, of the First 
Quorum of the Seventy, used the story 
of an eye transplant to illustrate the 
value of seeing through the eyes of 
another. 

“The medical miracle of one person 
being able to look through the eyes of 
another is a surprising reality,” Elder 
Amado said. 

“Expand your vision and recognize 
that you have ties with God,” Elder 
Amado said. “Lift your sight and live 
worthy of the priesthood you hold. 

“Seriously prepare yourselves to ful- 
fill your glorious responsibility to 
preach the truths of the restoration.” 

Elder Amado said these truths 
include salvation through Christ alone 
and that Joseph Smith was authorized 
and empowered to restore the gospel 


Priesthood 
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fullness. 

President Gordon B. Hinckley closed 
the priesthood session with his testi- 
mony and some humor and tragedy. 

As a child, President Hirickley heard 
President Heber J. Grant testify of the 
divinity of the work. He has since 
gained his own conviction of the 
divine calling of Joseph Smith and the 
restoration of the gospel, he said. 

President Hinckley spoke of critics, 
who have attacked the first vision 
since its proclamation. 

“They have made much of the fact 
that there were two or three versions 
and that the account as we now have it 
was not written until 1838. So What?” 

President Hinckley said he has secu- 
rity in the simple and straightforward 
narrative which the prophet sealed 
with his blood. “Did it happen? I have 
no doubt of it,” he said. 

Speaking of accusations that Joseph 
Smith used ideas from other manu- 
scripts to write the Book of Mormon, 
President Hinckley said, “To compare 
the Book of Mormon with these is like 
comparing a man to a horse. It is true 
they both walk, but beyond this there 
is little similarity.” 

The availability of Christ’s atone- 
ment and temple ordinances are exam- 
ples President Hinckley used of God’s 
justice and love for all his children. 

President Hinckley read a letter from 
the mother of a youth who died just 
before receiving his mission call. 

She enclosed a check of the boy’s 
savings (almost $9,000) and expressed 
her love and testimony of the work, as 
well as her confidence that her son 
was doing it still.

They have not taken 
this honor unto themselves, but they 
have been called of God . . . they serve 
in a spirit of consecration and love.”

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Fighting erupts in Russia

MOSCOW — At least eight heavy 
Russian tanks rumbled toward the 
Russian White House early today in a 
large-scale advance apparently aimed 
at flushing out the hard-line lawmak- 
ers and their supporters inside. 

The tank advance was preceded by 
an attack on the building by at least a 
dozen armored personnel carriers 
with heavy machine guns mounted in 
the turrets. 

Heavy automatic weapons fire 
broke out. Huge plumes of smoke 
from burning barricades billowed 
above the Moscow River. 

The firing began shortly after 7 
a.m., a day after anti- Yeltsin protest- 
ers smashed through troops surround- 
ing the White House and attacked 
police elsewhere in a day of violence 
in Moscow, the worst fighting in the 
capital since the 1917 Bolshevik 
Revolution. 

Authorities said at least 24 civilians 
and soldiers were reported killed, and 
as many 100 were injured. 

It was the army’s first major show 
of force during the nearly 2-week-old 
crisis between the government and 
hard-line lawmakers barricaded in 
parliament. 

Yeltsin, rushing back to the Kremlin 
by helicopter from his country home, 
declared a state of emergency. That 
gave police and troops wide power to 
crack down on the protesters, an odd 
mix of communists, fascists and 
extreme nationalists united by their 
opposition to Yeltsin. 

Thousands of unarmed Yeltsin sup- 
porters took to the streets to support 
the president, who dissolved parlia- 
ment Sept. 21 in an effort to end his 
long power struggles with the Soviet-

era parliament bent on hobbling his 
reforms. 

The anti-government protesters 
struck suddenly and fiercely Sunday, 
beating young riot police in vicious 
street fighting and seizing Moscow’s 
headquarters of city government. 

They attacked the country’s main 
television complex with rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades. Government para- 
troopers in armored personnel carriers 
sprayed them with machine-gun fire. 
Three TV channels went off the air, 
and fighting raged Monday morning. 

At least 20 civilians were killed and 
more than 100 were injured, exclud- 
ing casualties from the broadcast sta- 


tion, said Igor Nadezhdin, an official 
with Moscow’s main medical authori- 
ty. In addition, fighting killed four 
soldiers and injured dozens, city offi- 
cials said without elaboration. Exact 
figures were impossible to gather. 

The Interfax news agency reported 
eight people were killed in fighting at 
the TV complex, but there was no 
immediate confirmation. 

There were no reports of unrest in 
the rest of the country, nor across 
most of Moscow. 

During the sunny Sunday, most 
Muscovites strolled, boated on the 
river or packed farmers’ markets to 
buy autumn harvest goods. 


Hillary’s poise doesn’t dampen all critics }

WASHINGTON — Hillary 
Rodham Clinton’s soothing testimony 
about health reform didn’t lay to rest 
all the concerns of lawmakers about 
whether the White House prescription 
will really cure America’s health 
problems. 

Doubts persist about whether 
President Clinton will be able to 
deliver on his promise of big savings 
and expensive new health benefits for 
the young and old. 

“We learned she’s one helluva wit- 
ness,” said Rep. Pete Stark, D-Calif., 
the chairman of the Ways and Means 
health subcommittee. “The presi- 
dent’s goals are marvelous. But 
there’s a long way between where this 


. country is today and universal access 


and coverage.” 

Many Republicans fear that the 
White House blueprint would only 
make matters worse in a country with 
15 percent of its population uninsured 
despite spending $900 billion a year 
on health care. 

They question whether Clinton will 
really be able to find enough savings 
to pay for such promises as prescrip- 
tion drugs for the elderly and an 80 
percent government subsidy to pro- 
vide full health coverage for early 
retirees at age 55. 

Mrs. Clinton assured the committee 
it would cost just $4.5 billion and put 
American corporations now saddled 
with steep health bills for superannu- 
ated workers in a better position to 

compete against the Japanese and 
other rivals overseas. 

There have been other estimates that 
it might cost $10 billion. And a skep- 
tical Senate Minority Leader, Bob 
Dole (R)-Kansas told the American 
Medical Association, “We get esti- 
mates as high as $80 billion” for the 
cost of covering early retirees. How 
can the nation afford it, he asked. 

Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan, D- 
N.Y., the chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, questioned 
whether the Clinton numbers could 
pass “a reality check.”

Finding 
comfort 
amid trials

President Thomas S. Monson, sec- 
ond counselor in the First Presidency, 
gave hope and strength to some listen- 
ers as he talked on “Meeting Life’s 
Challenges” during the Sunday morn- 
ing session of the 163rd Semiannual 
General Conference of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Illness and accidents can intrude. in 
our lives or in the lives of loved ones, 
President Monson said. They can 
inflict pain, destroy happiness and 
curtail our future. 

Sometimes the hoped-for miracle 
doesn’t occur and the illness and acci- 
dent takes the lives of those whom 
they strike: the aged, those midway 
through life’s journey and little chil- 
dren, he said. 

But those who know of the crucifix- 
ion, burial and resurrection of Jesus 
Christ can find comfort in their faith, 
he said. 

“There is one life that sustains those 
who are troubled or beset with sorrow 
and grief — even the Lord Jesus 
Christ,” President Monson said. 

He also said Jesus Christ is our 
exemplar and our strength. He is the 
light that shineth in darkness. Though 
engaged in his majestic ministry, he 
embraced the opportunity to lift bur- 
dens, provide hope, mend bodies and 
restore life. 

“Against the philosophy rampant in 
today’s world — a doubting of the 
authenticity of the Sermon on the 
Mount, an abandonment of Christ’s 
teaching, a denial of God and a refec- 
tion of his laws . . . true believers 
everywhere treasure the testimonies of 
eye witnesses to his resurrection,” 
President Monson said. “Stephen, 
doomed to the cruel death of a martyr, 
looked up to heaven and cried: 
‘Behold, I see the heavens opened, 
and the Son of man standing on the 
right hand of God.’” (Acts 7:56) 

“Tt may be safely assumed that no 
person has ever lived entirely free of 
suffering and tribulation,” he said. 
“Nor has there ever been a period in

human history that did not. have its 
full share of turmoil, ruin and mis- 
ery.” 

“When the pathway of life takes a 
cruel turn, there is the temptation to 
think or speak the phrase, “Why me?’ 
Self-incrimination is a common prac- 
tice, even when we may have had no 
control over our difficulty,” President 
Monson said. 

“At times there appears to be no 
light at the tunnel’s end — no dawn 
to break the night’s darkness,” he 
said. “We feel surrounded by the pain 
of broken hearts, the disappointment 


of shattered dreams and the despair of 


vanished hopes. We are inclined to 
view our own personal misfortunes 


through the distorted prism of pes- 
simism.” 

“To all who so despair, may I offer 
the assurance of the Psalmist’s words: 
‘Weeping may endure for a night, but 
joy cometh in the morning.’” 

“Whenever we are inclined to feel 
burdened down with the blows of 
life’s fight, let us remember that oth- 
ers have passed the same way, have 
endured and then have overcome,” he 
said. 

President Monson ended his address 
by quoting Jesus Christ from John 
16:33: “In the world ye shall have 
tribulation: but be of good cheer; I 
have overcome the world.”

Tremors continued to shudder 
through Maharashtra state, where as 
many as 30,000 people died in 
Thursday’s earthquake. 

In the days following the disaster, 
looters have slipped into villages in 
the guise of volunteers, stripping 
corpses of jewelry and wrecked 
homes of any valuables that could be 
carried away, relief workers said. 

“1’m not allowing anyone today to 
work in the villages unless they are 
cleared by the army,” said Col. S.K.
